VIENNA TALKS ENTER 25th ROUND 


Vienna. In llio Palace of Hof- 
burs, talks Itavo been resumed 
on mutual and balanced reduc- 
tions In armed forces and arma- 
ments In Central Europe. Dole- 
gates from 1? European coun- 
tries, Ihe USA, and Canada liavo 
gathered for the 25th round of 
the talks whose aim ts to work 
out practical agreements con- 
cerning lowering of the troops 
concentrations and arm aments in 
this area 

Although the talks have been 
provided with a solid founda- 
tion by decisions agreed on at 
preliminary consultations, there 
aru still no signs of progress In 
Iho In Iks. 

Tho first plenary meeting was 


addressed by the Czechoslovak 
delegate 0. KlebuSek who 
pointed out that the Western 
delegates unfortunately had 
given no answer to Iho Initia- 
tives from tha Warsaw Treaty 
countries, they tnslsLed on their 
own proposals as an ultimatum, 
even though they were detri- 
mental to the ligltlmats security 
Interests ot the socialist coun- 
tries, and pul forward all sort 
prc-condlLlons which stood In 
the way to realizing an agree- 
ment. The talks In Vienna, the 
Czechoslovak dele gate stressed, 
must become an elfecllve polit- 
ical Instrument for the achieve- 
ment of a military detente, ami 
should not he used by tha West 
as camouflage.

Where Is Ihe world going (o 
and where, Indeed, should II 
got Theso questions figured as 
basic Hems In Ihe speech of the 
Soviet Foreign Minister, Andrei 
Gromyko, when he addressed 
Ihe plenary mealing of Hie 36lh 
UN General Assembly Session. 

There are 134 lopfcs on this 
year's agenda for the UN 
General Assembly: some are 
urgent or metiers which can be 
held over, major, or loss major 
Issues, important end not so Im- 
portant ones. However, In ihe 
Hierarchy of human values there 
Is no other matter as urgent as 
peace. Bui lhai this Is not as un- 
disputed an axiom es II might 
seem Is evidenced by a recenl 
rather unimaginative phrase 
maintaining Just Hie opposite— 
lhai there ore mere Important 
matters than peace. 

This makes polemically topical 
Ihe Initial Soviet stand which 
emphasizes the primary Import- 
ance ol paaco. In an attempt to 
distract public attention from the 
highly serious warnings ol con- 
cern to everyone In Gromyko's 
speech, a spokesman for the U5 
Sfale Department hastened lo 
dismiss Ihe Soviet statement as 
"sfale rhetoric". Andrei Gromy- 
ko had emphasized that every- 
thing should be dono to ensure 
lhai people would five In peace 


that they would bo able lo stop 
into the third millennium wHu 
tha conviction that civilization 
has unflmltad prospects lor de- 
velopment, and not with alarm 
for their own future. 

In a raeenf speech he made In 
West Berlin, described by of- 
ficial Washington at fundament- 
al, Alexander Haig quoted a 
philosopher who hid said, any 
policy proceeds from a certain 
Idea of Men. From this point of 
view, Ihe Soviet foreign policy 
clearly proceeds from an Idea 
o( Man as a reasonable being 
who deserves a belter future 
than the prospect stemming (ram 
militarism, according to which, 
es the Sovlot speaker said, 
"mankind will live In constant 
night without a ray ol hope, with 
splrel-llke and endless arms 
races, and more and more con- 
flicts and confrontation”, 

Tha point at Issue Is i simple 
one; the arms race, attempts to 
achieve mlllfiry superiority, the 
doctrine that nuclear war Is 
"admissible" and "acceptable", 
and other doctrines which allow 
the first use ol nuclear weapons 
could lead Ihosi politicians who 
balleve that there are things 
mere Important than peace to 


nuclear war, wllh the spin-off of 
this war, ol course, balng tha 
death of human civilization. The 
Soviet Union refuses to fake part 
In preparations for burying 
mankind. 

Observers have already noted 
Hie sharp Sovlat crlllclim in 
Gromyko's speech of tho present 
American Admin libation's (or- 
■Ign policies. There are about 
twenty or so critical Soviet 
remarks In the speech on “the 
American behaviour", to use 
US terminology. First and fore- 
most comes criticism of the elms 
ot American foreign policy, 
which es is well known, Includa 
claims (o "world leadership", 
rollanco on force, expansion of 
"Iho military presence" every- 
where In the world, the breaking 
oil of ihe disarmament nogolla- 
llonj, etc. The other Soviet 
remarks ere dlreded against 
the use of slander— for Instance, 
all the talk about "the Soviet 
threat"! against the use of 
“chemical warfare" In Kampu- 
chea and Afghanistan, and also 
against the s frag g to waged by 
peoples for their national and 
social liberaHon, being des- 
cribed as "International ter- 
rorism". 

On September 22, the day the 
Soviet minister addressed Hie 


mandlng an end to reprisals 
against trade union leaders. 

Observers believe that the 
fascist regime has launched a 
new campaign of persecutions 
with Washington's obvious 
blessing alter J. Kirkpatrick had 
conveyed the Reagan Adminis- 
tration's assurance of friend- 
ship and support. During her 
visit to Santiago, Kirkpatrick 
never tired of praising Pino- 
chet's methods of government 
and even set them as an ex- 
ample for other Latin American 
governments. On behalf of the 
United Slates' Administration 
she promised increased military 
and economic aid to the junta 
in exchange lor greater privi- 
leges for American monopolies. 


UN, Washington announced that 
Ronald Reagan had sent a letter 
to Leonid Brezhnev proposing 
lhaf relations between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union should be based on 
restraint and reciprocity. This Is 
not the first time that Washing- 
ton has uttered such words. Yet, 
where does one find restraint In 
the "re-armament fever" which 
has seized the United Stalest 
Where Is tha reciprocity In tha 
decision to produce the neutron 
weapons! It was the Soviet side 
which proposed that their pro- 
duction should bo given up and 
should bo exercised In this mat- 
ter. The reader can for himsell 
continue this comparison be- 
tween the criteria ol restraint 
and reciprocity proposed by the 
Soviet Unon end the various 
aspects of American foreign 
policy. 

Both restraint and reciprocity, 
Indeed, were evident when 
Gromyko followed up his critic- 
ism ot Washington with a pro- 
posal for a ranewed dialogue 
and emphasized that the Soviet 
side was seeking neither con- 
frontation nor military superi- 
ority. if this Is not restraint then 
what Is HI In the struggle to curb 
tha arms race, Andrei Gromyko 
emphasized, we "are net polit- 
ically allergic to any partner". 

As an Important step In this 
direction, the Soviet Union has 
proposed the adoption ol a 
declaration which would solemn- 
ly proclaim that those states and 
statesmen who are tha first to 
use nuclear weapons would bo 
committing ihe worst Of crimes 
against mankind. The proclama- 
tion of nuclear /‘Nuremberg 
principle" of this sort would be 
■ good beginning Mn Interne- 
Itonal poUHcr towards Jhe pro* 
servaHon ot rnaiHUnd. ; ■ 


MEXICO AND CMEA 

Mexico City, Mexico will con- 
tinue to expand Its economic 
ties and all-round cooperation 
■with the CMEA countries, said 
Jos£ Ltfpez Portillo, the Mexican 
president, addressing the meeting 
of the joint Commission on Co- 
operation between the CMEA 
and Mexico. 

Two new working bodies 
were set up at tha meeling— a 
group on industrial cooperation 
between CMEA members and 
Mexico, and another on agricul- 
tural and agro-industrial co- 
operation.

The long night of llio Sal yut-B-~So>nil or- 
bital complex lies shown Just bow promising 
iind effect I vo la Ihe general direction adopts 
hv tho USSR In upaco exploration with ill em- 
phasis on having longterm permanently func- 
lliinlng cirlillal stations In space. 

Combined svllh llio Seym mumed ships anj 
Uic aiibmiatlc Progress cargo ships, Iho Salyut 
stations have proved themselves the most eco- 
iiomlcnl forms ol space complexes for orbital 
research. Thoy iarllllalo multiple use of on- 
board systems and iclenllllc Instruments on long- 
term space nights and Ibe carrying out of unique 
scientific, technological, medical nud biological 
experiments. 

Tho Salyul-0 station Is a piototype for fuluro 
permanently operaUng orbital complexes which 
will be able to solve many fundamental scien- 
tific problems: for Instance, scientists will bB 
able to Investigate the evolution ol the solar 
system and tbe Universe, the genesis ol life 
and Its presence in space, the relations between 
the sun and Ihe earth. In addition to e whole 
host of other tasks. 

It Is supposed that Ihe orbital complexes should 
become centres for applied research In geo- 
physics, In the exploration ol natural resources, 
In w talker forecast, climatology, the physics of 
weightlessness, and In new technologies. It Is 
hoped that this research will resn!t In an In- 
crease In efficiency In some sections of the 
national ccouomy. The other aim Is to make 
use of outer space as a medium for the produc- 


tion of novel semi-conductor, optical, and 
structural maleilals and medical preparations. 

Scientists olso hope that such orbital ^^com- 
plexes will help them develop energy Mujw» 
in snace. Space probes can servo to put Into 
orbl| P Industries, producing considerable amounts 
of heat and waste, which could upsol Ihe eco- 
logical balance on earth. 

A large-scale programme ol exploration has 
been carried out on hoard the SaIyut-0 station 
In order to And the most latlonal designs and 
technologies tor future orbital complexes. 

Tor Ihe first time In the history ol space ex- 
ploration, general principles have been devised 
and tested for Ihe construction and maintenance 
of such complexes, along with repair techniques 
and prophylactic operations for Iho replace- 
ment ot Instruments, apparatuses and faulty 
equipment. The optimum processes for ensur- 
ing deliveries of food and consumable materials 
—fuel, gases, water and food, have also been 
Investigated. 

The Bystem lor tho continuous renewal of 
the on-board adenUflc instruments adopted 
during the operation ol Ihe Salyut-B station has 
proved Ilself highly efficient. It has made It 
possible to act swiftly to correct and even 
change the programme and methods for con- 
ducting experiments aa new resulia are obtain- 
ed. Simultaneously. Improved scientific Instru- 
ments were designed for each new cycle. 

The 1976 Inlercosmos programme has made 
a major contribution to the production of sci- 
entific space Instruments and has raised the 
Joint space research undortaken by countries 
of Ihe socialist community to a now level.

THE RICHES OF OLD 
GEYSERS 

Underwater geysera are the 
chief source for the formation 
of polymetallic ores in Eastern 
Siberia and the Far East. This 
hypothesis has been put for- 
ward by scientists working ln 
the Far East after a detailed 
study of a number of geolog- 
ical anomalies in these two re- 
gions. 

. The geysers discharged their 
water like huge springs from 
what used to lie the bottoms of 
lakes, By so doing, they brought 
up ores from the depths of the 
earth which dissolved In water 
containing salts or different ele- 
ments, In an enclosed space, 
those elements did not become 
dissipated over large territories, 
but gradually declined In the 
precipitate. In this way, ancient 
lakes became accumulators of 
mineral deposits, and geysers— 
the suppliers of such minerals. 

This now hypothesis allows 
for inoro accurate prospecting. 


15 KILOMETRES INTO 
THE EARTH 

A giant well, at present 7,500 
metres deep, lias been sunk in 
Azerbaijan. Thus drillers have 
caught a glimpse ol depths 
never seen by man before. This 
is only tha first singe of the wall 
which eventually is to be sunk 
lo a depth of 15 kilometres. 
Although only half of lids dis- 
tance as yat boon covered, very 
valuable Information on the 
structure of tha earth's Interior 
has been oblalnod. The shells of 
sea urchins and Iho small corals 
brought up to the surface from 
SaalUn well have confirmed the 
hypothesis that tha Kura low- 
land, where the well is being 
sunk, was under water In the 
rcinoto past anil lhat the sea 
there was warm and shallow, 

An unexpected temperature 
anomaly puzzles scientists.

QUESTIONS 

OF COOPERATION DISCUSSED 


Tho 10th Session of tho Soviet 
and FRG Commission on Coope- 
ration in the Fields of tho 
Economy, Science and Technol- 
ogy, has got down to work In 
Moscow. It will discuss ques- 
tions relating to the realization 
of the long-term programme 
governing the main directions 
to be taken In cooperation be- 
tween the two countries. The So- 
viet side will Inform Us German 
colleagues of the Soviet Union's 
foreign economic links. Thera 
will be a report on the FRG's 
economic development. Tha per- 
spectives for cooperation in tha 
power industry and other issues 
will also be discussed. 

Opening the session, Leonid 
Kostandov, Vice-Chairman of 
the Council of Ministers of tho 
USSR, read out a message of 
greetings from Nikolai Tikhonov, 
the Soviet Government leader. 

Over tho past period, It Is 


stated In Ihe message, there has 
been a considerable expansion 
in tire horizon of mutually ad- 
vantageous economic links and a 
several-fold Increase in the 
volume of trade turnover be- 
tween our two countries. There 
has been an In-depth expansion 
In scientific and technological 
cooperation between tho USSR 
Bad the FRG, while the forms of 
our Industrial cooperation have 
become more varied. 

Speaking In an open session, 
O. Lambsdorff, Federal Minister 
of Economics, noted that 
there was a desire on both sides 
to Improve mutually advantage- 
ous cooperation. The West Ger- 
man minister emphasized that in 
the present complex political 
atmosphere, the expansion ol 
business contacts not only im- 
proved trade relations, hut also 
hail a positive effect on the in- 
ternational climate.
